TO THE TOWN SCHOOL COMMITTEE... 
Gentlemen:— 


I herewith submit to you the Ninth Annual Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools, 


The school year of 1913-1914 was broken into in Mas fall by 


a small pox epidemic which necessitated closing the schools at 
Plainfield for three weeks and those at Wauregan for two weeks. 
This time was made up by keeping an extra week in the winter 
term, cutting the Christmas vacation to one week, and by adding 


one week at the close of the schooi year for Wauregan and two . 


weeks for the Academy building at Plainfield. The Primary 
building at Plainfield kept but thirty-seven weeks as it was nec- 
‘essary for the contractors to have the building by the nineteenth 
of June. All schools, however, kept the legal number of days 
required by statute. ‘ 

The regular work of the year was successfully carried out, 


and the mid-year and final examinations showed pupils to be 


fully up to the standard of previous years. Twenty-nine pupils 
graduated from our grammar schools and ten from the high 


school. The incoming class for the high school promises to be. 


larger than. last year. 

I hope the time is not far distant when it may be possible 
to have a modern high school building large enough to accom- 
modate the school for years to come. While our present quarters 
are convenient and equipped to do the work for a school of 
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ninety pupils, a new building would provide us with much needed 
room and enable us to ‘put our school on a par with any. school 
in the state in matter of equipment and added courses of study. 
While it is an open question ag to how advisable commercial, 
agricultural and domestic sciences courses are for the average 


high school it is undoubtedly true that there is an increasing 


demand for these courses in the high schools throughout the 
country. There is little doubt that we should have at least 150 
pupils within the next two years if we had room to accommo- 
date that number. The growth of *the high school has been 
rapid and the recognition which the school and its graduates 
have obtained from higher institutions and from the public is 
extremely gratifying. The school is now on the approved list of 
high schools which may admit pupils on certificate to the col- 
leges represented on the New England College Entrance Certifi- 
cate Board. Other colleges, not affiliated with the College En- 
trance Certificate Board have signified their willingness to re- 
ceive our graduates on certificate, notably Dartmouth and Mid- 
dlebury College. Yale University which does not accept certifi- 
cates from any high school has accepted several of our graduates 
on examination. 

Many of our graduates have gone to normal school and sev- 
eral are now on our teaching force in the grades. Others have 
attended business colleges after graduating from Plainfield High 
and at the end of a year’s course in those schools have obtained 
lucrative positions which they are now filling with credit. ‘With 
this showing the success of the school is assured and it would 
seem that the town could well afford at no far distant date to 
erect a building solely for the high school. With such a building 
there would be opportunity to make our high school one of ‘the 
most notable in the State. ‘Good public building and good educa- 
tional facilities are of advantage to any community, and in time 
amply repay the outlay. 

For the grades frequent teachers’ meetings have been held 
throughout the year, the plan being to have teachers of the same 
grade from all parts of the town come together at frequent in- 
tervals for discussion and planning for the work of ‘the grades 
under their control. This plan has proved much more beneficial 
than that of having general teachers’ meetings once or twice 


each term. With the completion of the second story on the 


prick building at Plainfield we shall be in a position ‘to accommo- 
date all our grade pupils and should make a good record during 
the coming year. While we have had to engage several new 
teachers for next year we have a larger proportion of normal 


experienced teachers. s ;
